The supply of fresh provisions -was 


derived from Brazil ana the Cape o 
Good Hope, and aa the sheep and cattle 
had to endure a long voyage, they ar 
rived at St. Helena lean and out of order 
and never fattened after landing, as the 
island famished no means of restoring 
them to condition. The flesh was inva- 
riably tasteless, sometimes even quite 
unwholesome. St. Helena furnished no 
game. A lew red partridges and pheas- 
ants arrived twice or thrice a year. 
Chinese pigs alone arrived fat and lovely, 
and M. Chandelier reports favorably ol 
them. He says that their flesh was deli- 
cious, and that it gave him infinite 
pleasure to preparo pork 
griskins, 


sausages and black pudding, of all ol 
which Napoleon was very fond. Fish 
was scarce, nono of the European kinds 
visiting the island. 
Oysleis, crabs, 


lobsters or any kind of shell-fish wore 
not to be had.' Only two kinds of fish 
were at all tolerable • onn is what the 
French called the "bonne femmo," and 
the other, which is long, like an eel, bul 
not thicker than the little finger, is called 
the needle fish. The only fruit of any 
value wag the banana. This he utilized 
in fritters or iced with mm. 
The cli- 


mate was so variable that neither citron 
nor oranges could npen; grapes and 
apricoN never cunjc to maturity; ap 
ptes, pears and poaches were as bad. 


NapoluonN I iroakfast consisted of 
sor 


rel potlage, or any other refreshing pot- 
ta^o, breasts of mutton boned and well 
grilled, served with a clear gravy, a 
roast chicken or two griskins and some- 
times a plate of pulse. 
Tor dinner he 


had a pottage, a remove, two entrees, a 
roast and two side dishes of sweetmeats 
or pastry, of winch ho was very fond. 
This was always opnerl on plate. 
The 


removes used to JHI //,!<< M. Chandelier, 
for JIB often had nothing f'» the purpose 
but larsre pieces ol beef, mutton or fresh 
pork, with sometimes (by a happy 
chance) a goose, a turkey or a suckling 
pig. Madeira, Teneriffe and Coiutantia 
were the wines supplied to the suite of 
the Jimperor. His own drink was claret, 
and of that he drank very moderately. 


Napoleon's cook is particular to re- 


cord in these "Keminiscences" what 
dishes his master preferred. 
Roasted 


fowls, pullets minced "a la Marengo," 
"a 1'Italienno,'" "a la Provencale," 
without garlic, fricasseed fowls some- 
times dona in champagne, which was 
very dear on the island, as much as 
twenty shillings a bottlo. He liked pud- 
dings "a la Richelieu ," but above all, 
he preferred sweet things and pastry, 
such as "vols-au-vent," "pelites bou- 
ohess a la reine" and little caKes of 
macaroni prepared in various ways. 
The cook was unable (he relates with 
much sorrow) to make these as good as 
lie ought, because the macaroni, though 
sent from Naples, grew stale on the pas- 
sage, as did the Parmesan. As Xapo- 
.eon's health grew worse he was more 
difficult to please, and poor 11. Chan- 
delier fonnd his skill and ingenuity 
taxed to do this. — V. O. Timss-Demo-

BAIL.BOADS. 


An Ordinance In Relation to Rail- 


roads. 


SEOTIOK 1. lie it ordained by the i Ity Council 


if the city of Drcatur, Thut U Bflalt be unlawful 
or any railroad company or corporation, con- 
uctor, engineer, agent or other employe of 
any such railroad company or corporution 01 
>tbcr person managing or controlling any 
ocomotive engine, car or train upon any rail- 
road truck within tho corporate limits of said 
city of Decatur, to drive, propel or run any 
passenger train within the limit* of said city at 
u greater rate of speed than ten miles pe: 
iour, or to drf\e, propel or run within said 
imits any loeomotlvo engine, car or train, 
>ther than a passenger train, at a greater rato 
>f speed than six miles per hour, or in any 
manuerto obstruuthe tra\ el or passage along 
uoy sidewalk or street of said city by placing or 
eaving upon, along or across any such side- 
alk or street any tiuck, locomotive engine, car 
r train of eare, or any material or thing what- 
oevoi for a longer period thauttn minutes at 
my one time, and immediately thereafter lor 
he full period of ten minutes, such sidewalk 
jr street shall not be again obstructed. Any 
otnpany, corporation or perron violating any 
jf the provisions of this section shall be sub- 
ect to a penalty of not loss than a\edol!niB 
jor more than two hundred dollars for each 
and every offense. 


SECTION 2. That any railroad company or 
orpoiatton, which does now or hereafter may 
perttte any railroad within or through the 
orporato limits of said city of Decatur, shall 
onstruct and maintain safe, commodious and 
onvenicnt crossings across the track of duch 
allroad where the same intersects any street, 
ane or avenue of said city the full width of 
uch street, lane or avenue, and shall albo 
nako and maintain sufficient and proper con- 
luits, culverts and gutteis to carry oft all 
water under or along au< u railroad tiaok. The 
City Superintendent of Streets shall, from 
imo to time, notify m writing the station 
gtnt or other offlceror agent ot any railroad 
ompany aforesaid, within what time and in 
what manner said citv v.111 require theeon- 
truetionoi repair of tho crossings, conduits, 
cuhertsand gutters aforesaid, and upon fail- 
ure ot such railroad compauj to constructor 
repair such crob«ings, conduits cuhertR and 
gutters aforesaid pursuant to tbe notice ufoie- 
said, such railroad company nbali forfeit to 
said city one hundred dollars; and upon the 
perelstent refusal ol such railioud company 
to comply with tho notice alon said lor a pel iod 
of thirty daj-s alter Judgment ior ibe Ilist ana 
each successive forfeiture, euih railrond com- 
pany shall forfeit to said city a Ilka Bum of one 
hundred dollars 


SECTION 8. Any person having the manage- 
ment of any i ailroad locomotive, who shall run 
or nrlvc the same within the corporate limits 
of said city without having placed on tbe top 
of tbe chimney thereof R bonnet or spark ar- 
rester sufficient to prevent all accidents by flro 
from the sparks of euoh locomotive, or who 
shall fall to corntsntly ring the boll of euch 
locomotive while the snrao le in motion, or 
who Bhall start such locomotive without first 
sounding the whistle or ringing the bell of 
such locomotive, or who ahall blow off steam 
or unnecessarily blow tho whistle of such loco- 
motive when such locomotive Is not In motion 
at a place and in a manner calculated to trlg'at- 
en teame passing along or standing on the 
public streets or alleys of aaid city, shall be 
subject to a fine for each and every offense 
mentioned In this section of not leas than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundrcrt dollars. 


SECTION 4. Every locomotive engine, rail- 
road car or train of care running in the night 
time on any railroad track within tho limits of 
said city shall have and keep while so running 
a brilliant and conspicuous hghton the for- 
ward end, and while backing « brilliant and 
conspicuous light on the rear end of such 
locomotiv e engine, ear or train of cars. Any 
railroad company, their ajrente or employes 
foiling to observe the provisions of this section 
shall be liable, jointly and severally, to a fine 
o4 not less than ten doi ars nor more thau two 
hundred dollars 


SECTION 5. Whenever the city council of 
said" city shall determine that It Is neces- 
sary to have a flagman at tho crossing of any 
of its streets over any railroad 
running 
through or into the limits of said city, it shall 
be the duty of toe City Marshal of smd city to 
af once notify tho agent of the company or 
corporation owning, using or operating such 
railroad that a flagman is necessary at such 
crossing, and it shall then be the duty of such 
railroad company, within ten days thereafter, 
to plorce and retain a flatrinnn at such crossing 
who shall perform the duties usually perform- 
ed or required of flagmen; and such flagman 
Is hereby empowered to stop any and all per- 
sons from crossing such railroad track when- 
ever in his opinion there is danger from any 
approaching train, car or locomotive engine. 
And any railroad company refusing or neg- 
lecting to place flagmen as required by this 
section, shall forfeit and pay to said city one 
hundred dollars per day for etcry day it'shail 
neglect or refuse to do so; and It is hereby 
made Hie duty ot the city attorney to promptly 
commence and prosecute suit for the recovery 
of such penalty in the nameoT Bald city in any 
court of competent jurisdiction; A-orfdcd, 
when any railroad company ie required to 
keep a fiaffinan at any such crossing, it shall 
have tbe right to erect and maintain in each 
stwet, but not BO KB to obstruct or hi nder trav- 
el thereon, a sulcnbl* novae tor tbe shelter 
of such flagman.
